During the July 9, 2004 interview Appli 
reconsideration of the necessity of the "in milk 
claims. Milk was clearly used simply as a vehicle fc 
antitrypsin and is not required for activity of the i 
invention, During the telephone interview of July 
Examiner acknowledged that other vehicles were 
with alpha 1-antitrypsin like activity and that the 
"in milk" was not required for these compositions, 
respect to alpha 1-antitrypsin, the Examiner main 
"in milk" limitation was needed because all 
specific serpin were performed in milk, Whi 
respectfully disagree with the Examiner, in an earn 
advance the prosecution of this case, the claims havp 
in accordance with the Examiner's suggestion t 
unnecessary limitation of "in milk" when referring b 
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^alpha 1-antitrypsin like activity and to maintain the limitation of 
u in milk" when referring to compositions comprising alpha 1- 
antitrypsin. These amendments are clearly supported by teachings 
at pages 4-6 of the instant specification and are believed to 
address most clearly the Examiner's concerns .

Applicant believes that the foregoing comprises a full and 
complete response to the Office Action of record- 
favorable reconsideration and subsequent allowance 
claims is earnestly solicited.
